The racers wear fire-retar- 
dant jackets and pants, hel- 
mets, arm restraints (to keep 
these arms inside the car), 
gloves, a five-point harness 
and a neck collar. There is an 
engine kill switch outside the 
car as well as one next to the 
steering wheel in case of emer- 
gencies. 

With such young racers, 
strange things sometimes hap- 
pen. One day, for éxample, 
Pat couldn’t figure out why 
Nick was having difficulty get 
ting down the strip in a 
straight line. He then discov 
ered that Nick had placed his 
hand-held, battery operated 
fan inside’ his helmet to keep 
cool and was viewing the track 
through the blades of the fan. 

Another time, Pat said, Nick 
waved to his’ family in the 
crowd all the way down the 
drag strip. But he still won the 
race 

The sport is not inexpensive. 
In addition to the trailer the 
Bryarlys use to haul the cars 
to races, the cars themselves 
cost between $2,600 and $4,000, 
Pat said. Then there is car 
maintenance, fuel, and feeding 
the.family each night 

But just like the “big boys,” 
part of the cost can be offset 
by sponsors who pay to have 
their logo displayed on the 
cars 

Capri Sun, a soft drink com- 
pany based in Granite City, 
sponsors Nick’s racer 

Other companies, such as 
AAA of Southern California, 
Fruit of the Loom, Briggs and 
Stratton, Quaker State and 
Slick 50, sponsor the NHRA

OK, there isn’t a motel room available within 
a 100 miles of Gateway International Raceway 
on Motorola 300 weekend. 

And if each of the 40,000 expected fans buys 
a hot dog and a couple of drinks — ten bucks 
easy — it adds up to more than a half-million 
in cold, hard cash 

But with a cost of $25 million and climbing, 
it will take a lot.of nachos to make the track 
expansion a paying proposition. 

No problem, said Dick Fleming, president 
and chief executive officer of the St. Louis 
Regional Commerce and Growth Association 
Not only will the track come out all right, he 
said, the entire region will benefit. 

For starters, the track expansion created 
about 85 jobs and several hundred interim jobs 
with an annual payroll of $23 million. 

Then there are the fans : 

“Our economic studies show the fans will 
spend an average of $149 a day,”” Fleming said 
“The average stay in the area will be three 
days, although a Significant number will actu- 
ally stay longer. 

“But more importantly, the studies show at 
least 70 percent of the fans will come from 
outside the area. That means this is all brand 
new money, money that wouldn’t be here if not 
for the track.’’ 

Mark Westhoff, president and CEO of the 
Southwestern Illinois Tourism and Convention 
Bureau, said that figures recently released for 
fiscal year 1995 reveal that tourism expendi- 
tures in the eight-county region it serves are 
growing at a rate faster than that of the rest of 
the state, and that St. Clair and Madison coun- 
ties ranked eighth and 10th in the state respec- 
tively for travel expenditures in FY 1995 

“We just got our Disney World,” Westhoff 
said of the impact Gateway should have on 
tourism. ‘‘It is going to have a massive

impact.” 

In addition to Madison and St. Clair counties, 
the bureau serves Monroe, Randolph, Fayette, 
Bond, Clinton and Washington counties in 
Southwestern Illinois 

Unlike professional football at the Trans 
World Dome, where 90 to 95 recent of those 
attending are local residents who will go home 
after the game, most of those attending racing 
events are from other parts of the country and 
will be staying four or five days, Westhoff said 

And those 40,000 to 70,000 people will need 
places to stay, eat and pass the time when the 
race track is closed. 

“Take a look at where the hotels. are goi 
up. They have figured it out,’ Westhoff sai 
“I'm not sure that everyone else has. The res- 
taurateurs haven't. 

“This is an up-scale group of tourists. They 
are affluent and they have money to spend. If 
you give them other things to do and treat 
therm well — be hospitable and go out of the 
way to be nice — they will stay and they will 
come back. We want them to come back.’’ 

Westhoff said he would not be surprised to 
see another major attraction in the region. 

“We've got a lot to offer. And there’s plenty 
of room,”’ Westhoff said 

The bottom line, Fleming said, is $70 million 
a year in income — $30 million of it in direct 
spending — and 1,250 new jobs. 

“The economic activity spawned by some- 
thing like this is nothing less than phenome- 
nal,” Fleming said. “It’s hard to believe, per- 
haps, but our studies may even be pessimis-

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Author’s study touts benefit

The school desegregation program in the St. 
Louis area has née more good than harm, 
says a native St. Louisan who co-authored a 
book about the program. 

Amy Stuart Wells, an associate professor at 
the Graduate School of Education and Informa- 
tion Studies at the University of California-Los 
Angeles, discussed her findings during a pro- 
gram May 12 at Wydown Middle Schoo: 
Clayton. The pi am was 5] red by tie

Wells” book, co-authored with Robert L. Cain, 
is titled Eaneay oe, Over the Color Line.”” The 
book is a det led study of the history of segre- 
gation in St. Louis, the 1983 school desegrega- 
tion settlement agreement supervised by the 
federal court and its impact on St. Louis city 
and county. 

Wells graduated in 1980 from Parkway West 
High School in Chesterfield. There were only 
two African-Americans among the 850-student 
‘senior class. 

Today, almost 13,000 African-American stu- 
dents from St. Louis are bused to schools of 
their choice outside the city under a court-or- 
dered desegregation plan. School desegregation 
has done away with all-white suburban schools 
in St. Louis County, Wells said. 

St. Louis was chosen for the study because it 
has a history of being one of the most segre- 
gated areas in the nation, Wells said. 

“St. Louis was hyper-segregated because it’s 
in a southern state that has a northern geogra- 
phy,” she said. ‘‘The most blatant housing dis- 
crimination cases in the country occurred here 
There was a history of restricted neighborhood 
covenants, red-lining of areas, block-busting 
and real estate steering practices. These things 
happed elsewhere, but there was layer upon 
layer of it here.’’ 

Although court cases designed to break these 
practices began appearing throughout the coun- 
try in 1972, many of the practices continued in 
St. Louis, Wells said. 

The city is also unique in that its desegrega- 
tion program crosses school district boundar- 
ies. In most areas of the country, desegrega- 
tion plans involve transfers of students to 


schools within the same school district. St. Lou- 
is students involved in the program have a 
choice as to which schools they can attend. 

Wells believes school desegregation in the St. 
Louis area has been positive. She based her 
findings on interviews with students, teachers, 
administrators and parents from 12 St. Louis 
public schools, and schools in the districts of 
Clayton, Parkway, Mehlville and Kirkwood. 

“While I don’t think black and white students 
need to sit next to one another to learn alge- 
bra, the transfer of black students to white 
schools does provide them access to a whole 
social network,”’ she said. 

“It’s a network that provides them the oppor- 
tunity to go on to a four-year college, network- 
ing with other high school students and other 
things that don’t happen in a (city) high 
school, where 73 percent of the students drop 
out compared to a dropout rate of 5 percent in 
the suburbs,” Wells said. 

White students in suburban schools indicated 
they have benefited from the program, and 
there has been no decline in their achievement 
rates, she said. The white students who associ- 
ate with the transfer students also show better 
racial attitudes than those who don’t, she add- 
ed. 


White students have benefited from some 
remedial programs that were started in county 
schools to assist the transfer students, Wells 
said. 

About 95 percent of the parents interviewed 
for the book said they feel the exposure to 
cultural diversity in the schools is good for 
students of both races, she said. 

There are some negatives to the transfer pro- 
gram, Wells said. 

For example, some African-American trans- 
fer students said they did not feel they were 
treated fairly or that teachers didn’t value 
their contributions in class, she said. About one 
in five of the African-American transfer stu- 
dents leave the suburban schools for the city 
schools. 

There is also the drain of some of the best 
students from the urban schools to the subur- 
ban schools. 

“Fifteen years of (school) desegregation is 
not going to undo the things that have built up 
over a century,’’ Wells sai 


Clayton superintendent says 
§desegregation program works

Clayton School District Superintendent Don 
Senti says he has difficulty understanding why 
50 many people oppose the area’s school deseg- 
regation program. 

enti discussed the program Monday at 
Wydown Middle School in Clayton, appearing 
with author Amy Stuart Wells. Wells is co-au- 
thor of a book about the d egation pro- 
gram, titled “Stepping Over the Color Line.” 

The program is the largest school-choice plan 
im the country, the largest desegregation plan 
ars kind and is the most successful, Senti 
said. 

“About 13,000 kids are choosing to leave 
home to attend school somewhere else,’’ he 
said. ‘‘There has been little or no white flight 
because of this program. Parents are not send- 
ing their kids to private schools or elsewhere in 
the county (because of desegregation).’’ 

Senti_was superintendent of the Parkway 
School District fore taking the same position 
with the Clayton district last year. He has long 
been involved in the local desegregation pro- 
gram. He says it works. 

“T was raised to believe that separate but 
equal is wrong, even illegal,”’ he said. “Diver- 
way is very important in our schools.’’ 

enti said he has difficulty understanding 
why so many people are against the program, 
including Missouri Attorney General Jay Nixon 
and former St. Louis Mayor Freeman Bosley 
Jr., when the results are so positive. 

He said he discussed the differences with 
Bosley, and Bosley told him it would be diffi- 
cult to rebuild St. Louis if so many city young- 
sters left the city to attend school. 

Senti said he believes the transfer students 
and students at suburban schools all benefit 
from the exposure. The program helps lessen 
racial polarization in St. Louis, he sai 

While there is a gap between the academic 
Hthievement of transfer students and county 


students, it is closing, Senti said. 

Test scores for African-American students 
from the city who attend Clayton Senior High 
School are no different than for all students in 
the U.S., he said 

Parents also favor the program, Senti said. A 
survey of parents who live in the Clayton 
School District indicated about two-thirds of 
them support the program. A survey of parents 
of the transfer students show they also over- 
whelmingly support it. 


“‘We’ve had parents of transfer students who 
have prepared their children for what they will 
face at a suburban school and the importance 
of a college education it would lead to,” Senti 
said. “‘They helped those students focus on the 
importance of going to a suburban school.”’ 

He said current applications from students in 
city schools to attend school in Clayton are the 
highest they have been in the last five years. 


A return to the segregation that existed in 
the early 1980s is not a solution, Senti said. If 
the program is terminated, the African-Ameri- 
can student population in Clayton schools would 
drop from 23 percent to 3 percent. 

“The attorney general wants it to end,’’ Senti 
said. “‘But there will be no place for 13,000 kids 
in the city (now transferring to other schools) 
to go to school if it does. I don’t think the kids 
will go back to the schools in the city. They 
didn’t in Oklahoma City (when that desegrega- 
tion plan ended). They either go into private 
schools or their parents leave the city.’’ 

And St. Louis public schools might collapse 
without the desegregation subsidies they now 
receive, which amounted to $57 million in 1994, 
Senti said. The suburban districts received $80 
million in state desegregation subsidies in 1994, 
with about $29 million for busing and $61 mil- 
lion for programs and facilities to accommo- 
date the transfer students. 

Senti said he hopes that if the program does 
ene, there is some type of school-choice plan in 
place. 


=Book tells desegregation program story 


“Stepping Over the Color Line,” a book by 
Amy Stuart Wells, tells how well the school 
desegregation program in the St. Louis area 
‘works. 

Wells is a graduate of Parkway West High 
Sehool and an associate professor at the Uni- 
Versity of California-Los Angeles. 

The following is an excerpt from the book: 

“*... The graduation rate for students enrolled 
in the St. Louis public schools — black and 
white — was only 27 percent for the class of 
1994. The graduation rate for the mostly white 
students_who live in the 16 county school dis- 
tricts that accept transfer students averages 
about 75 percent. 

“The graduation rate of the transfer students 
from the city who attend these suburban 
schools is nearly 50 percent ... Thus, despite 
the hassle of going to school far m their 
neighborhood, nearly twice as many of these 
transfer students are graduating from their 
suburban high schools in four years as are stu- 
dents in the city high schools, many of whom 
take five or more years to graduate. Since the 
transfer plan began, 5,330 African-American 
students who live in the segregated city of St. 
Louis have graduated from suburban high 
schools. 

“The St. Louis public school system has a 48 
percent college-going rate for those students 
who do graduate — 31 percent go to four-year 
colleges and 17 percent attend two-year colleg- 
es. is means it for ev 100 ninth-graders 
in the St. Louis public schools, about 74 fail to 
graduate from a city school four years later, 
and of the 26 who do, about 13 go on to receive 
Post-secondary education. 





Since the transfer plan began, 
5,330 African-American 
students who live in the 
segregated city of St. Louis have 
graduated from suburban high 
schools. 


Chances are that only. about eight out of the 
100 freshmen will find themselves in a four- 
year university five years after they enter high 
school. Given that these numbers are broken 
down by race, and given that enrollment in the 
St. Louis public schools is about 21 reent 
white, even if the racial balance of college-go- 
ing graduates was distributed equally across 
the two’ racial groups (which it probably is 
not), out of every group of 100 ninth-grade stu- 
dents in the city’ schools, only six black stu- 
dents will graduate in four years and go on to 
attend a four-year college. <

Get your hands on Porsche's shapely Boxster and 
you'll make a lot of friends. 

Every time I drove it someone wanted to talk about 
it. They rolled down their windows to ask questions 
about it at stop signs. They paced alongside on the 
freeway, making gestures. In stores, restaurants and 
parking lots folks couldn't resist asking about it. 

Without exception, all seemed ily i 
with the Boxster, a name derived from its 
engine and “‘roadster’’ body. A 2.5-liter, water-cooled 
six-cylinder engine sits tucked behind the seat and in 
front of the trunk, completely hidden from view. 

It is an impressive car for a variety of reasons: 

One, it’s the first entry-level Porsche since the 914 
debuted in the early 1970s, and its base price of 
$39,980 is nearly $24,000 less than the basic 911 
Carrera. Demand is high and supply is tight, which 
means it may be hard to find a car not already spoken 

‘or. 

+ Two, the sensational body design is cutting-edge 
modern with a strong retro flair. It looks both old and 
new at the same time. 

In the rounded, sloping back end you can see stron; 
hints of the 1953 550 Spyder, a racing car that also ha 
a mid-engine configuration. 

Three, it is immensely fun to drive. It handles like 
it already knows what you want to do, and the 
six-cylinder engine howls with delight when you floor 
the throttle. 

Even though it has only 201 horsepower, it feels like 
more than that when you give it the whip. The flat, 
horizontally opposed engine has four valves per 
cylinder and variable valve timing which enable it to 
spread its power over a broad range. It is tractable 
enough to be docile at low speeds yet quick when you 
want speed. 

The standard transmission is a five-speed manual, 
but our test car was equipped with the Tiptronic S 
auto-stick transmission, a $3,150 option. Originally 
developed for Porsche racing cars, Tiptronic com- 
bines the effortlessness of an automatic with manual 
overrides, Thi year the transmission has been 
updated so it has five gears instead of four, although 
it always starts off in second unless you select first 
manuaily or smash the throttle from a stop. 

While there seems to be adequate power for sec 
ond-gear starts, I would prefer it use all the available 
gears 

Slip the lever from D to M and you shift it yourself 
with buttons mounted on the steering wheel like a 
Formula One racer. Even in manual mode the 
transmission does some shifting on its own, such as 
downshifting when you slow for a turn. Also, when 
holding the throttle to the floor it automatically up 

shifts at redline 

About 20 percent of the cars will be equipped with 
the Tiptronic, which I enjoyed (must be showing my 
age). After the first ‘couple of days of shifting myself, 
I tired of that and generally left it in auto mode 

Traditional Porsche fans will want the five-speed, 
not only to save money but time.

Your garden is as much a 
reflection of your personality 
and the things in life that are 
most important to you as is 
the interior of your home.

SARDINIA, Italy — This island in the 
middle of the Mediterranean Sea is liter- 
ally half a world away from home — both 
geographically and culturally — for the 
son a a Venice man and Madison woman. 

Sheep and goats graze peacefully in the 
valleys nestled between vine-cloaked hills 
on this rugged Italian isle. In a nearby 
port sallager? fishermen quietly pull in the 
bounty from a rainbow of brightly colored 
boats that dot the deep turquoise blue sea. 

But this peaceful setting was temporari- 
ly shattered when American warships, 
Army field artillery cannons and Marine 
amphibious landings invaded with more 
than 5,000 soldiers, sailers, airmen and 
Marines in the largest evacuation exer- 
cise of the year in this part of the world. 

Army Sgt. Steven Whitehead, son of 
Warren T. Whitehead of Venice and Hazel 
M. Whitehead of Madison, teamed up with 
Italian soldiers and other U.S. forces for 
a week-long exercise that tested their 
ability to evacuate innocent civilian 
bystanders from a simulated hostile situa- 
tion. 

Whitehead played an important role in 
the exercise, where a force must move in, 
take control of a hostile situation and fly 
the civilians caught in the cross-fire to 
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safety on a nearby waiting warship. 

“I’m an airborne artillery man and 
ammunition team chief. I’m responsible 
for all ammunition being fired out of our 
119 mm Howitzer cannon,’’ Whitehead 
said. ‘‘This is a good place for us to prac- 
tice our skills.” 

Whitehead is normally assigned with 
Delta Battery, 319th Airborne Field Artil- 
lery Brgment in Vicenza, Italy. 

Whitehead and the soldiers spent the 
duration of the exercise “in the field.” 
When deployed, soldiers’ homes usually 
consist of what they can carry or what is 
hauled to their site. Preparing for and 
arriving at this exercise — transporting 
all that gear to an island in the middle of 
the sea — was no small affair. 

“‘We had to gather all our gear and our 
cannon and load it on a train headed for 
the coast. At a port city, the cannon and 
gear were transferred to an Italian ferry 
ship,”” Whitehead said. ‘“We then traveled 
to the nearby Aviano Air Base, boarded 
on an Air Force C-130 airplane and flew 
out to the island. We met up with our 
gear and moved out to the training area 
or the exercise. 

As an American service member whose 
tour has him stationed and ‘‘forward 
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deployed’”’ overseas in Europe, regular 
daily life away from an exercise such as 
this can be challenging. And with new 
missions and conflicts popping up in a 
post-Cold War era in the European the 
ater, life for soldiers like Whitehead is 
especially challenging. 

“—T've been to many places on training 
missions with this unit,’ Whitehead said 
“We've been to Germany, Austria, Bos- 
nia, Greece, Spain and Turkey. We usual- 
ly do airborne exercises in Italy and Ger- 
many.”’ 

Being stationed in Europe gives service 
members an opportunity to see and do 
some interesting things 

“During my free time I like to go driv 
ing from country to country — especially 
in the Alps,”” Whitehead said.

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Parking plan 
sets route 
for race fans

The traffic plan may be the 
most important piece of the 
puzzle in the construction and 
successful operation of the new 
Gateway International Race- 
way. 

Devised by Gateway offi- 
cials, the Illinois State Police, 
the Illinois Department of 


‘Transportation and the city of 


Madison, the plan will be put 
to.use for the first time May 
22-24 during the Motorola 300 
PPG CART World Series event 
on Gateway’s 1.25-mile oval 
track. 

The plan was put together to 
help move traffic to about 
25,000 parking spaces located 
on or near the Gateway com- 
plex on Illinois Route 203, said 


Gateway spokesman Pete 
Wickham 
“With the help of signs 


placed by IDOT and state and 
local officials, fans coming to 
the major races at Gateway 
should encounter few problems 
getting from their car to their 
seat,” Gateway General Man- 
ager Rod Wolter said. 

“‘MetroLink service also will 
be available,’’ Wickham said. 
“A free shuttle service that 
starts at 7:30 a.m. on race day 
for major events is available 
from the MetroLink stop at the 
Casino Queen.”” 

“We believe that we have 
come up with a system that 
should take most of the diffi- 
culty out of getting to and 
from the races, thanks to 
IDOT, Madison and the Illinois 
State Police,’’ said Christopher 
Pook, president of Gateway 
and its owner-operator, the 
Grand Prix Association of 
Long Beach, Calif. ‘‘After all 
our years of operating a street 
race in California, we know 
the importance of getting fans 
in and out of the venue as eas- 
ily as possible. 

“We are confident we will be 
able to do the same for the 
race fans of the St. Louis- 
Southwestern Illinois region if 
they follow the signs and direc- 
tions given by law enforcement 
personnel who will be working 
to move traffic.’” 

Wickham said the parking 
system revolves around four 
color-coded lots — the blue lot 
adjacent to the Gateway Truck 
Plaza, which is loca‘ across 
Mlinois 203 from the track; the 
red lot to the north of the 
Gateway oval; and the 
green/yellow lot located on the 
southeast corner of Illinois 203 
and Big Bend Road. 

“The lots are connected by a 
shuttle bus route that will take 
fans from their cars to the 
front gates of the track,’’ 
Wickham said. ‘‘From there

they can walk to their seats or

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Golf spikes 
out of step 


The way I look at it, I’ve 
been good for the game of golf 
you see, I do not play. 

Bad knees, weak wrists and 
poor eyesight are _reason 
enough. However, if I did play 
— other than hitting an occa- 
sional bucket of balls at a driv- 
ing range — I know I would 
leave my mark...’er marks...on 
the game. 

You see, had I taken the 
game seriously, or had the 
game been kind enough to 
allow me to ignore my score, I 
would have purchased a fancy 
pair of golf shoes. 

Rest assured, that too would 
have left me as a misfit in the 
scheme of golf today because 
soft spikes or spikeless shoes 
are in and metal spikes are on 
the way out. 

By coincidence, the last time 
I played a round of golf was 
the New Year’s Eve day prior 
to the start of 1993 at Clinton 
Hill, where my Reebok low 
cuts were more suited for a 
tennis court than golf 

Was I a forerunner of a 
trend? No way.. My shoes were 
a long way from’ those being 
put on the market by compa 
nies like Etonic at a cost in 
the vicinity of $100 

Thus, I returned to Clinton 
Hill the other day and spoke 
with Bob Brown, that club’s 
Director of Golf operations, 
and learned more about the 
spikeless shoes. 

‘*‘More and more courses are 
making the wearing of soft 





spikes mandatory,"’ said 
Brown, who said he began 
wearing the new shoe last 
June 

Brown indicated that 


research by golf superinten- 
dents and people involved in 
agronomy led to the change in 
spikes — a fact that has led to 
this spring’s NCAA Division I 
men’s golf championships in 
Evanston, Ill, being a spike- 
less affair 

When I mentioned to Brown 
that of approximately 15,000 
golf courses nationwide, 2,000 
already have joined the spike 
less bandwagon, he showed no 
surprise 

“We are encouraging our 
players to wear soft spikes,”’ 
Brown said. “If we mandated 
it, the cost of replacing spikes 
could be as high as $18,000- 
$20,000 per year.” 

Among the private courses 
already banning metal spikes 
are St. Clair Country Club, 
Bogey Hills and Forest Hills in 
the St. Louis area 

According to the NCAA, the 
change is not necessarily’ due 
to the course requirements but 
due to the obvious damage 
metal spikes do to wood decks, 
carpeting and concrete. He 
admitted he’s like to see the 
trend become reality within 
five years 

“It will take the support of 
the PGA players,” said Brown. 
“It’s like when the metal clubs 
came in.” 

Meanwhile, golfers will not 
have me to blame for any 
scuff marks caused by metal 
spikes, and no one will have to 
putt through my marks left on 
a green
